Land  is  now  hard  to 
get.  There's  about  as 
much  voluntary  selling 
as  in  1940-41  and  total 
sales  are  the  lowest 
since  the  Government  be- 
gan keening  records  in 

1926. 

Buyers  of  land  at 
present  are  mostly  in- 
vestors striving  against 
expected  inflation,  . 
farmers  v;ho  wish  to  turn 
their  cash  into  land  and 
expand  operations;  and 
people  with  limited  cash, 
who  were  waiting  for 
prices  to  go  down,  and 
who  have  Deco,..o  tired 
of  waiting.
